and «loes miidi to demoralize the public service.
Beoond, it would prevent the entrance into the pub¬
lic servico of persons who claim to be citizens «>r
residente of States that tlmy never lived in or
«ven saw. Third, it would «lo nimsh to pro¬
veut what is now regarded by many
as a growing evil.tho employment in dit-
fvreut brauche*! of the public sorvico at \V ash ?ng-
ton of three, four, five and sometimes a, half denen
numbers of tho «amo family. Fourth, itwouhl.ro-sult in an iuoroase«l efficiency of tho public sorvtoe,
because a bettor class of young mon w«>uld apply for
examination if thoy could do so without leaving
their own States, and botauso local boartbt would
«be able to form a better Judgment resooctuia the

general ability, character, merits and standing of
applicante than could a single board in Wsehington.In order to secure the support of ¡Senators andSepreaentatíroe for the plan described, or one simi¬lar to it, several members of the CaMnet ar»· in¬olili» ti to favor a provision requiring that each aj>-plicani foi examination shall be d<^«giiaied l>} MaiKl'presentati ve from hie district, orbv one of the Sen¬ators from his .State. In order further to increase theefficiency of the hcrviee, several mcmliers of theCabinet at least favor tin» piati of restricting allnew appointment* in the Departments to the towergrades oi clerkships, and to a considerable tix w-ntthis plan has alreuiiy been put in operation.
